INSTRUCTIONS TO BOY SCOUTS FOR 
COLLECTING SCRAP AND PAPER 

The following instructions to Boy Scouts of the Valley Forge 
Council, which includes Delaware and Montgomery Counties, 
regarding +he collection of scrap and paper were issued this 
week by Rex I. Gary, Scout executive. 

The United States Government through its OPM Chief, Mr. 
William S. Knudsen has made the request that — 

I. All Troops intesify their Waste Paper Collection efforts. 

a. In addition to collecting Waste Paper, pick up 
SCRAP METAL such as steel, iron, copper, brass, 
lead, line, also rubber. 

b. He further urges that this effort continue through- 
out the duration of the war- 
Feeling that all Units will assist in this patriotic service the 

following outline is presented for all Units to follow: 

1. Each Unit has an assigned area for the duration of war. 
If not see your Neighborhood Commissioner and get one. 

2. Uniformed Scouts should notify each household, pref- 
erably by a printed notice, of the facts that Scouts (Cubs also) 
will call at stated intervals (tell when you will call). 

3. Keep to your promised schedule of calls. 

4. Each Patrol or Den is assigned a definite section of your 
Unit area. 

5. Establish contact with a dealer. 

6. Establish a Unit warehouse if you need one. The 
dealer calls periodically to pick up the Scrap and Waste Paper. 
Avoid delay between collecting and having dealer call, as the 
BIG IDEA is to have a constant and huge flow of materia! from 
the households of the Nation f o the factories. 

7. Keep a careful record of poundage and individual Scout 
Record. Each Neighborhood Commissioner IS ASKED TO FIND 
OUT EACH MONTH FROM EACH UNIT how many (a) pounds 
of paper (b) Pounds of scrap metal and rubber (c) how many 
boys and report this by Troops on his regular monthly status 
report. 

8. Please forward to the Council office for the War Service 
Book any clippings or pictures about your work. 

9. All Neighborhood Commissioners are asked to strongly 
emphasize to all their units the NEED for everyone to rally to this 
project. "Every Unit collect Scrap and Paper." 

10. Do not intrude on agencies which are now doing this 
work. There is plenty to do. In any event you can urge all 
householders to get pd.of their waste materials either through 
the "Scouts", the "salvation •Army".' «*=■ Don't fake for grant'ecf 
that There is a flow of waste material from your area to the fac- 
tory — find out and do something about it. 

I I. Money made from Waste Material should be placed in 
the Troop Treasury wherever possible. Some means of crediting 
individuals can be worked out. This is a splendid way for a 
Scout to earn his way to Camp.

NEED VOLUNTEERS FOR 
ARMY INFORMATION CENTER 

Civilian volunteer workers are needed immediately for the 
Philadelphia Army Information Center to protect this community 
from air raids. Go to the Office of Civilian Defense, 16 South 
15th Street, this city, and ask to serve with the Interceptor Com- 
mand. 

Volunteers will be required to give four hours of their time 
every other day, except those working from 12 midnight to 4 
A. M., and from 4 to 8 A. M. These shifts operate on a three- 
days-on and three-days-off basis. Volunteers may choose the 
hours they desire to serve. Saturdays, Sundays and holidays are 
included in all shifts. 

Requirements: (I) American citizen; (2) complete high 
school education; (3) good physical condition; (4) normal vision. 
(Color-blindness not acceptable, due to nature of work); (5) 
good speaking voices; (6) weight, for women, not more than 
150 lbs; for men, not more than 200 lbs. Age for women, 19 to 
45; men, 20 to 45.

preparation for the tasks which i 
might arise, but not equipped as 
they should be to combat a severe 
emergency." 

Defense Director Miller also re- 
ported that identification cards 
and arm bands for the various 
services are being issued and the 
workers have been taking courses 
of instruction under the leadership 
o:' the chiefs of services. 



Council Elects Three Members 
of Police Civil Service Board 



Narbcrth Borough Council on 
Monday night created a Civil 
Service Commission of three mem- 
bers wiUi power to appoint, pro- 
mote, reduce, suspend or remove 
police officers. 

Announcement last week of the 
resignation of Patrolman Thomas 
W. Merklc to accept a position in 
the Narberth Post Office made it 
necessary to create the Commis- 
sion, which will operate according 
to provisions of the new Police 
Civil Service Act which became ef- 
fective last July. 

Members of the Commission as 
nominated and elected by Council 
are John S. Keteham. 407 Haver- 
ford av., retired contractor and 
one of the liquidating trustees of 



the Narberth Building and Loan; 
Clarence Kaeber, 215 Chestnut st., 
former burgess and president of 
Council; Franklin C. Hutchinson, 
councilman and chairman of the 
Council's public safety committee. 

Inasmuch as some police super- 
vision comes under Lower Merion 
Township, there was a question 
last week whether or not it would 
be necessary to create the Com- 
mission. Henry Frye, the Borough 
solicitor, ruled that it would be 
necessary, as salaries of the Bor- 
ough police officers arc paid by 
Council. 

Council announced the approval 
of the purchase of a new police 
car by the local rationing board.

He visited Commissioners 
Peters and Foster C. Hillegass at 
the Court House in Norristown. 

Officially, however, no governor 
petitions arc being circulated by or- 
ganization workers nor has any 
statement of endorsement been 
given out by the leaders. 



Autocar Reports 
$1,492,816 Profit 

Page Tells Stockholders 
Return in 1 942 
Is Doubtful 

A profit of $1,492,816 for the year 
1941 is indicated by the annual re- 
port and financial statement of the 
Autocar Company of Ardmorc. 
Pennsylvania, just released to stock- 
holders. The 1.941 profit was equiv- 
alent to $7.27 per share of the Com- 
mon stock after paying all dividends 
and deductions from earnings to 
which the Preferred stock is en- 
titled. Robert P. Page. Autocar 
president, pointed out in his annual 
report to the stockholders that the 
1941 profit was derived in a dis- 
proportionately large way from the 
increased volume of commercial 
sales rather than from Government 
orders. 

In fact, Mr. Page's report makes 
it clear that it was not until the 
middle of 1941 that deliveries on 
Government orders were sufficient 
to contribute in any significant de- 
gree to the financial showing of the 
year. Mr. Page also admonished his 
stockholders in reference to possible 
profits in 1942 as follows: 

"As the year 1942 progresses and 
brings increased Government orders 
to your Company, it will be weU for 
all stockholders tp keej>_, in ^*nj[, 
what I have stressed in this report, 
that it was not large profits on 
Government orders that producei 
the financial showing of 1941. It 'S 
impossible to predict at this writing 
how much, if any, normal business 
will be permitted to come our way 
this year; what new taxes will be 
levied or other emergency demands 
may be placed on operations like 
ours. The entire situation is un- 
like anything in the past and it is, 
therefore, impossible to use past 
ratios of profits to volume as a basis 
for conjecturing what the final re- 
sults for ownership may be."

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A warning that industrial pro- 
duction may bog down within a 
year ir the transportation problem 
of workers is not solved, was made 
by Roy Helton, director of the 
Bureau of Research, State Depart- 
ment of Commerce, speaking at a 
luncheon conference of Republican 
women at Whitehall, Haverford, 
Tuesday. 

Eight southeastern counties were 
represented at the regional con- 
ference on Industrial Research 
sponsored by the Pennsylvania 
Council of Republican Women, and 
presided over by Mrs. Charles 
Scidel, Bryn Mawr, industrial re- 
search chairman of the Lower 
Merion-Narberth Council. 

Mrs. Seidel gave a report on a 
housing survey she has made in 
Lower Merlon Township to deter- 
mine space available and trans- 
portation facilities for defense 
workers. "The Main Line is the 
safety valve for over-crowded 
Philadelphia," she declared. 

Mrs. Edna Carroll, vice chairman 
of the Philadelphia Central Re- 
publican campaign Committee and 
chairman of the Motion Picture 
Board of Censors, commended Mrs. 
Seidel for the pioneer work ■ she 
has done in Industrial Research. 

In Philadelphia, more than half 
of the census population is at work 
today, Mr. Helton explained^ while 
in Montgomery County 36% axe 
working and in Delaware 30^%. A 



vast feeder population moves into 
Philadelphia each day from neigh- 
boring counties and returns at 
night. 

"Wc must figure out how to get 
the men to factories and how to 
get the small farmer's goods to the 
market," Mr. Helton declared. "Un- 
til this is worked out, we are in 
a very precarious position." 

He predicted that one car would 
soon have to do for eight families, 
delivery service will be practically 
abolished, and wo will all have to 
do without rubber tires, gasoline 
and oil.

Report Serious 
Need of Nurses 

Miss Unruh Urges 
Graduate Nurses 
to Volunteer 

Narbeith's public health nurse. 
Edith W. Unruh. chairman of the 
Public Relations Committee of Dis- 
trict No. 1. Pennsylvania State 
Nurses Association, has issued a call 
for graduate nurses to volunteer for 
service. 

Fifty thousand first reserve nurses 
are needed in the army training 
camps, the Navy Corps, and other 
military branches of service. There- 
is no ceiling on the number of Red 
Cross second reserve nurses being 
called. These second reserve units 
are organized for home defense and 
are being sent to United States pos- 
sessions to aid in civilian defense 
programs. 

The nurse has an opportunity tc 
play an active role in this present 
critical situation. Miss Unruh points 
out; not only is .she being asked to 
volunteer her services on a military 
basis but she must fill the gaps in 
the community hospital and public 
health services. Married nurses and 
those who are unable to leave home 
situations are in a position to fill 
these vacancies left open by mili- 
tary volunteers. 

Miss Unruh said that Pennsyl- 
vania leads in the recruiting o! 
Red Cross nurses but urged that 
every inactive nurse in the district 
voluntarily offer her services. Con- 
tact the American Red Cross.

Only $5547.82 
Taxes Are Unpaid 

Outstanding Amount Is 
'Unusually Low' for v 
This Time 

Although there arc two more 
months before liens arc filed, Nar- 
berth's tax duplicate is all but 
$5547.82 collected, according to a 
report of Tax Collector John R. 
Hall. 

The duplicate on the property 
tax is $84.068 32 and against this 
amount $78,520.50 has been col- 
lected including the February re- 
ceipts. 

This, according to the Borough 
Council, that received the report 
Monday night, is ail "unusually 
low" amount to have outstanding 
at this time of year. 

Occupational taxes also show a 
record of prompt payments. The 
tax duplicate on Uie occupational 
tax is $3655.28 and of this amount 
there is only $930.68 outstanding. 

During February the Tax Col- 
lector reported that he had re- 
ceived $2007.05 in property taxes 
and $222.70 in occupational taxes. 
Penalties on both property and oc- 
cupational taxes amounted to 
$20.48.
